1, At the request of \ 

Office of Special Activities, and In connection with the forthcoming briefing of 
the Vice President on Project OXCART, I called Mr. Haiaby to see what Ms 
recollection was of whether or not the Vice President had obtained any informa 
tion officially or otherwise regarding the existence or status of Project 
OXCART. 


2. Mr. Haiaby said that while he could not aseign a date or place for 
any actual awareness of OXCART on Mr. Johnson’s part, he seemed to feel 
that he was aware of Us existence in some form or another. Haiaby said that 
it might have been mentioned in a three *way conversation between himself, 
the President, and the Vice President, presumable in the context of the super- 
sonic transport question, but he could not be terribly positive. 

3. Mr. Haiaby said that he was certain that Mr. Johnson would be 
delighted to ieern of the progress of OXCART, especially since he was a front 
runner ambftg those proposing immediate action to implement the SST program 

4. The rest of the conversation dealt principally with Mr, Haiaby* s 

recent discussions with Mr. McCone in which the former requested a "think- 
piece” Oh CIA’s method of contracting for IDEALIST and OXCART as a 
preliminhcy to A luncheon meeting between himself, Mr. McCone, and Mr. 
McN*mRr#,; ( J 1 said that I would check with the DCI’s office to determine the 
status 6f the requirement, and If we were directly involved, we would draw 
togeth# jt, such a paper for him. ? ,,
